Washington, June 16. — Presides 


Palma, of Cuba, ' Has indicated t 
President Roosevelt his conviction 
that the rebate proposition, relativ 
to Cuban sugar would be not onlj 
very 
objectionable 
in itself, "bu 


would be extensively expensive aiu 
almost impossible to cariy out in. tlie 
distribution. 


•It is not stated how this proposi- 


tion, was communicated to President 
Roosevelt, but. it is assumed that 
Secretary Hay was the medium, hav- 
ing been acquainted by Senor Quesa- 
da, ithe Cuban, minister, of President 
Palma's opinion on 'this subject. 


Should it .become 
apparent that 


there is no possibility of an agree- 
ment between the senate and house 
upon the pending reciprocity propo- 
sition', then the president probably 
will endeavor to simplify the prob- 
lem by dropping the (house out of the 
calculation and- negotiating- a treaty 
directly with President Palma. It is 
true sueh a treaty would require the 
approval of two-thirds 'of the senate, 
but it as believed that und'er the 
changed condition this would) not be 
impossible -of attainment. 
At any 


rate, :the situation would be clarified 
by .the omission of the house from 
the calculation and 'hence 'it is .that 
th« project is being earnestly consid- 
ered. 


TO CONSIDER CAUCUS. 


It 'is still the purpose of the repub- 


lican members of the committee on 
Cuban relations to hold a meeting to- 
morrow for the purpose of "conferring 
upon the question of Cuban reciproc- 
ity and whether there shall he a 
caucus _._of. republican, senators will 
depend -upon the decision of the ma- 
jority members of that committee. 
If they decide finally upon a bill and 
ask that a caucus be called to pass 
upon it, the call will be issued and 
the caucus probably will be held 
Wednesday. 


The beat sugar men show no dispo- 


sition to weaken. They held a con- 
ference last night and pledged again 
themselves to : stand solidly against 
the senate bill. They say as a- result 
of that conference thaJt there Tire no 
fewer than nineteen republican sen- 
ators who 'will announce in: the cau- 
cus, if one is held, that (they will vote 
against the bill for a reduction of 
the tariff.

BADLY INJURED IN RUNAWAY 


MRS. JOHN HOURIGANl -PAIN- 


FUL-LY HURT. 


Dragged 100 Yard's Against Barbed 


Wire Fence and Terribly Cut — 


Will Probably Recover. 


Mrs. John Hourigan, residing sev- 


en miles south of the. city on the 
Bluffton road, was shockingly in- 
jured in a runaway this morning and 
now lies at St. Joseph hospital in a 
precarious condition. .Her attending 
physician, Dr. I. M. Rosenthal, states 
that he believes tflrat she will recov- 
er, although it will be weeks before 
•she can be out. 


Mrs. Honrigan, accompanied by a 


friend, was driving to the city about 
11 o'clock this morning, and when 
near the Godfrey farm the horse she 
was driving, a spirited1 animal, be- 
came frightened and dashed1 north at 
breakneck speed. For half a mile 
the animal kept to (She road, 
but 


passing a building built close to the 
highway, it swerved- to the side. The 
buggy was overturned, and 
Mrs. 


Hourigan was thrown out against 
the barbed: wire fence. 
The liorsa 


continued to run along side of the 
road for more than a 'hundred yards, 
and Mrs. Hourigan being caught be- 
tween .the overturned rig and the 
fence, acted as a buffer and was hor- 
ribly cut on the barbs. The horse 
kicked itself free from the wrecked 
buggy, and continued its course for 
some distance, when it was captured. 


Neighbors who witnessed the. ac- 


cident hastened to Mrs. Hourigan's 
assistanceand extricated her fromthe 
wrecked carriage. She was "brought 
to the city and taken to St. Joseph 
hospital, -where her injuries 
were 


dressed by Dr. Rosenthal. She was 
terribly cut about the body and more 
than forty stitches were required to 
close the wounds. 


RIG WAS DEMOLISHED. 


Mrs. Overmeyer, matron

orphans' home, was driving south 
when she saw the runaway approach- 
ing. She got out of the buggy and 
stood "by her hoitee's ihead, ibut the 
animal became "uncontrollable and 
broke away.

a republican form of government, to 
be adopted by the people of said 
republic 'by deputies in convention 
assembled with the consent of the 
existing government."

January 1, 1904. 
There also is a 


provision that the debts of Cuba 
shall not become a charge upon tin 
general government.

Cuba's admission as a state.

the part of the United States."

MR. CLEVELAND SPEAKS. 


Previous to conferring the diplo •

gests to my -mind the Imperious edict 
of education, which forbids the -hin- 
drance or disturbance of its higt 
mission by religious discrimination, 
social intolerance 'or any of the bar- 
riers that to a greater or less extent 
separates civilized -humanity.

How ihis lip 
trembled and his eyes filled with 
tears, as he said. "My boy, my dear 
little son, I was in hopes that you 
would come to me as you have done. 
My heart was almost breaking, my 
child, because you did wrong. 
But 


it was breaking ithe more, because my 
little son did not come to his father 
and nsk to be forgiven." 
And then, 


you found that the tears which trick- 
led down your cheek were not those 
which came from your eyes alone. 
Mingled with them were the tears 
which flowed from 
parent's eyes. 
Yes, our Christ's 


face, although a strong face, was a 
sympathetic face. 
EXPBESSIVE OF FORGIVENESS. 


And my Christ's face must have 


been a forgiving-face, because it was 
such an intelligent face. He knows 
all that we have done and suffered. 
He also well knows how 'hard -some 
of us have struggled in our own 
strength to do right. He knows how 
we have grappled, each of use with, 
bis own besetting; sin, which we dare 
not tell to human ear. He knows, 
yes he knows, 5iow impossible it is 
for us to succeed in battling that sin 
in our own strength. So when we 
come to Christ to ask for lielp to re- 
sist the evil present and to avert the 
evil future, as well as to wipe out the 
evil past, on -the'n, the strong face of 
Christ becomes a tender, sympathet- 
ic, forgiving face. Our Saviour's 
eyes will fill with tears of joy. Our 
Saviour's lip will quiver. 
Our Sa- 


viour's look 'Will be one of pardon 
and of unutterable love. 


Christ's face is a scarred face. "Wo, 


no/'says some one, "please do not tell 
me that my Christ's face is a scarred 
face. I have always thought ot 
Jesus' face as the -most beautiful ever 
owned by man. I have always be- 
lieved bis face- was as beautiful as 
the Christ face described in. the ex- 
quisite portrait carved upon an em- 
erald by the order of Tiberius Caesar: 
'His forehead was plain and very 
delicate. His face was without spot 
or wrinkle, beautiful with a lovely 
red. His nose and moutli were so 
formed that .nothing- could be repre- 
hended. His beard was thickish, in 
color like 'his' hair, not very long, but 
forked. His look was innocent and 
mature. His eyes were clear and 
quick. He was a man for ihis sin- 
gular beauty, surpassing -the child- 
ren of men.1 " 


But, -my friends, that portrait of 


Christ's face which was carved upon 
the emerald by Caesar's order, lias 
been proven by the archaeologists to 
have been a description taken .from 
a spurious tablet. , It was a forgery, 
and was not written until two hun- 
dred years after Christ's death. So, 
in order to find whether or 
Christ's face was a scarred face, wa 
must turn to tlie words of the bible. 
Was his forehead scarred? Oh, yes, 
the crucifiers plaited a crown, of 
thorns upon his head. As the sharp 
thorns were driven into the white 
skin, the blood must (have flowed. 
Tlie skin must have been lacerated. 
Bead from Isa. 52:14: "His visage 
was so marred, more than any man, 
and his form more than the sons of 
men." Turn to the 14th chapter of 
Mark: "And some beg-an to spit on 
him, and to cover Ms face and to 
buffet him, -and to say unto Ihim, 
Prophesy; and the servants did strike 
him with the palms of their hands." 
After the agonies of -the crucifixion, 
could Christ's face be other than 
scarred face? 


-portrait painted,- he 'made thft nrtist 
represent him with his head resting 
upon his hand. The emperor did this 
so that his forefinger might cover up 
a deep scar which .was slashed iuio 
his right cheek by the sword of an 
enemy. But when the bible paints 
for us Christ's face, it does not cover 
up one of the divine scars. To the 
Christian, the most beautiful parts 
of the divine 
face 
should be the 


places which reveal to us how Christ 
suffered and died that we might Kv?. 


A ILLUMINED FACE. 


The scarred face of Christ is *m Il- 


lumined face. 
Have you ever seen 


a sad countenance light up with a 
smile? Have you ever heard a little 
child burst forth into a laugh in the 
midst of a fit, of crying—laugh when 
a tear is yet glistening upon the wet 
cheek? Well, Christ's face, though 
311 one sense a sad 
face, 
a scarred 


face, is yet an illumined face. It has 
joy in the eye, joy on the lip, joy in 
the cheek, joy everywhere, when o'ne 
of his loved ones has been saved by 


your earthly the sacrifice of his blood. There is 


more joy in that divine face over one 
sinner that 
repenteth, than over 


ninety and nine just 
persons that 


need no repentance. 


If Christ's had not been an illum- 


ined face, the little children would 
not have loved to run to him. Child- 
ren are attracted by ft smile. They 
are afraid of tears. Yet everywhere, 
•as Jesus' smiling face appeal's, we 
can hear the children calling to one 
another. 
"Come! come! Here is 


Jesus, Come! come!" If Jesus' face 
was not an illumined face, he coulS 
never have spoken such triumphant 
words as those which he spoke to 
him sack of the palsy, 
"Son, be of 


good cheer; thy sins are forgiven 
thee." He could never, have spoken 
such words of commendiation as those 
he spoke in reference to the Cen- 
turion: - "Verily, I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, no, 
not in Israel." And, oh, my brother, 
if our sins are making the Saviour's 
fatee such a sad face, and1 if our re- 
pentance will make Christ's face such 
an illumined face, should we not be 
willing to brighten up our Saviour's 
face since it has suffered so much? - 


But the sweetest thought to me of 


all is that Christ's is a face that 
wants to be loved. Some portraits 
have an indescribable something 
about them which proves that those 
faces crave affection. 
If the closed 


lips could speak, they :would say, "I 
live for others, in order that others 
might live .for me. I love, in order 
that I ican be loved. I suffer, in or- 
der that others can be made happy. 
And being;:!happy, they can pour out 
their gratitude upon me. 


I only 'awoke to the fact, a few 


years ag'o,;j-thvit Christ's fnce was a 
face tlhat .wanted to be loved. 
I 


used to think that I must love Christ 
because Christ could and would save 
me if I asked Him. But now, I have 
learned to love Eim, because 
He 


loves me and wants me to love Him. 
He loves me -with a love that paESiitt 
all understanding. But tti'at iove is 
incomplete, unless I respond tn it 
and love as I aan loved. Mr. Moody 
told a pathetic story 'how, a short 
time after his father's 
death, his 


elder 'broilher ran aiway from hon.e. 
Then he descrrbe'd how his mother 
used to tibe continually watching- for 
the return of the prodigal; how she 
would send the children every day 
down to the post office to find out 
.if there were a letter from her ab- 
sent boy. They would hear her pray- 
ing at night for the return of her 
son, that he migiht give her his love. 
Well, today, Christ's face is a face 
craving- affection.

Are you ready to satisfy the crav- 


ings for affection winch are pictured 
upon Christ's face? 
Are you will- 


ing to hive your lace stamped upon 
™---•-•' heart? If you would, you 
cannot have your face there alone. 


But if Jesus is not to Save a cda-' 
detuning face for the unrepentant 
sinner, how can yen account for the 
parable of the shepherd separating 
the sheep from the goats? There Is 
going to come a day when Christ 
shall gather before the 
judgment 


seat of God all the nations of the 
earth.' Crash! crash! crash! will go 
every tombstone. The mausoleums 
shall rock and heave as the Philip- 
pian jail trembled during the night 
of Paul and 
Silas' 
incarceration. 


Every gate and slab door will fiy 
open.

Her testimony 
had fl visible effect upon -the jury. 
She told of her

Dawsey and at the 'conclusion of her 
direct examination removed her col- 
lar and opened her bodice, bearing 
her breasit and showed to the jury 
the scars left by the wounds she said 
. she received at that time. 
She ex- 


plained in detail how she was cat, 
how the flesh hung down, over her 
breast like a veil and1 marked the 
course of the knife, plainly marked 
by a scar across 'her throat.

Chicago, June 11.—Meager reports 


received here tell of a destructive 
tornado which last night swept from 
the southern boundary of Wisconsin 
through central Illinois as far south 
as Bloomington, with ramifications 
west of .the Mississippi. 


At Merna, 111., three lives were 


lost and forty or fifty people injured. 
Laurel, a little town, in Marshall 
county, Iowa, is said to -have been 
wiped out by the fury of 'the storm. 


Bloomington, HI., was hit severely 


and buildings in till parts of the city 
•were seriously damaged and traffic 
blocked. So far as was known, early, 
no lives were lost in Bloomiugton.

Washington, June 13.—The presi- 


dent today sent the following mes- 
sage to congress: 


To the Sen.ite nnd House of Rep- 


resentatives: I deem it important 
before the 
fuljournment 'of 
the 


pvesant sen-sicm of congress to call 
attention to the following' expres- 
sions in the message which in the 
discharge of the duty imposed upon 
me by tlie constitution I sent to 
congress on the first Tuesday of 
December Ir.st. 


Elsewhere I have discussed the 


question of reciprocity.

cnse of Cuba, however, thei'e are 
•weighty reasons of morality and of 
national interest why the -policy 
should be lield to Uiave 'a peculiar 
application, and I most earnestly 
ask your attention to the wisdom, 
indee'd to the vital need, of provid- 
ing' for a substantial reduction in 
the tariff duties 'on Cuban imports 
into Ihe United States. 
Cuba, lifts 


in her constitution affirmed what 
we desired, lihiat s9ie should stand, 
in international matters, in closer 
•and more frien'dly relations with 
us than with any other power; and 
we are 'bound by every considera- 
tion of 'honor and expediency to 
pass commercial measures in the 
interest of her material well being. 


WHAT M'KIHTLEY UE.G-ED.

.The granting of reciprocity with 


Cuba is a proposition which stands 
entirely alone. 
The reasons for 


it far outweigih those for granting 
reciprocity with any other nation, 
and are entirely consistent with 
preserving intact the 
protective 


system under which, this country 
has thriven so marvelously. The 
present tariff laiw was designed to 
promote the adoption of sucih a 
reciprocity treaty, 'an'd expressly 
provided for a reduction not to ex- 
ceed 20 per cent upon goods com- 
ing from a 
parrticiilar 
country, 


leaving the tariff rates on the same 
articles unchanged as regards all 
other 
countries. 
Objection 
has 


been made to the granting of the 
reduction on the ground that the 
substantial benefit would not go 
to the agricultural 
producer of 


sugar, but would inure 
to 
the 


American sugar refiners. 
In my 


judgment provision can,and shonld, 
be made which will guarantee us 
against this 
possibility, without 


having recourse to a measure cf 
doubtful policy, such as a bounty 
in the form of ra rebate. 


NOT A MATTER. OF SCHEDULES. 


. The question as to which if any 
of tthe different schedules of the 
tariff oug'ht most properly to be 
revised does not enter into this 
matter in any way or shape. We 
are concerned 
with 
getting 
a 


friendly 
reciprocal arrangement 


with Cuba. This arrangement ap- 
plies to all the articles that Cuba 
grows or produces. 
It is not in 


our power to determine what these 
articles shall be; an'd any discus- 
sion of the tariff as it affects spe- 
cial schedules, or countries other 
than Cuba, is wholly aside from 
the subject matter to which I call 
your attention. 


Some of our citizens oppose the 


lowering of the tariff on 
Cubai: 


products, just as three years ago 
they opposed tihe •admission of the 
Hawaiian islands, lest free trade 
with them might ruin certain of 
our interests here. 
In the actual 


event their fears proved baseless 
as regnrds Hawaii, and their ap 
prehensions as to the damage to 


any industry of our own because 
of the proposed measure of reci- 
procity with Cuba seem to 
me. 


equally baseless. In my judgment 
no American industry will be hurt, 
and many 
American 
industries 


will be benefited by the proposed 
action. 
It is to our advantage as 


ti nation that the growing Cuban 
market sihotild 
be 
controlled by 


American producers. 


MUST LOOK TO THE FUTURE. 


The events following the war 


with 
Spain and the prospective 


building of the isthmian canal ren- 
der it certain 1'hnt we must take in 
the future a far greater interest 
than hitherto 
in what happens 


throughout the West Indies, Cen- 
tral America and the 
adjacent 


coasts and waters. We expect Cuba 
to treat ns on an exceptional foot- 
ing politically, and we Should put 
her in the same exceptional posi- 
tion economically. 
The proposed 


action is in line with the course we 
have pursued as regards all the is- 
lands with which we have been 
brought into relations of varying 
intimacy by the 
Spanish 
war. 


Porto Rico «nd Hawaii have been 
inchuled within our tariff lines, to 
their great benefit as well as ours, 
and without any of the feared detri- 
ment to our own industries. The 
Philippines, which stand in a dif- 
ferent relation, have been granted 
substantial tariff concessions. 


DUTY TO CUBA. 


Cuba is an independent republic, 


but a republic which (has a centain 
special obligation as regards her 
international position in compli- 
ance with our request. I ask for 
(her cei-tain special economic conces- 
sions in return; these economic con- 
cessicais >to benefit us as well as flier. 
There are few 'brighter pages in 
American history than, -the page 
which tells of our dealings with 
Cuba during the posit four years. 
On -her behalf we waged war, of 
which the mainspring was gener- 
ous indignation against oppression; 
and we have kept faith absolutely. 
It is earnestly to toe hoped .that we 
will complete in the same spirit 
the record eo well begun, and show 
in pur dealings with Cuba that 
steady continuity of -policy which. 
it is essential for our nation to es- 
tablish in foreign affairs if we de- 
sire to play 'Well our part as a 
world-power. 


We are a wealthy and powerful 


nation; Cuba is a-young republic, 
stall [weak, who owes to us her 
•birth, whose whole future, whose 
very life, must depend on our at- 
titude towards her.

Philadelphia, June 13.—According 


lo repouts of the police eig-ht and per- 
haps more girls lost their lives in a 
lire that broke out this afternoon in 
the mill of H. M. Rosenblatt & Co., 
manufacturers of leather goods, Sec- 
ond and Oxford streets, 


fln-ee' bodies were taken from the 


ruins of the building at 3:15 o'clock. 
T*he firemen now state that at least 
a dozen persons perished in the 
flames. 


The plant was destroyed, aa were 


several adjoining- .properties, includ- 
ing 'the Third Reformed Presbytej:- 
an church. 
A number of employes in die 


Rosenblatt factory wera forced, to 
jump from fche windows. Half a 
dozen girls were taken to a iiospiital 
seriously injured. 


The police report that eight bodiea 


are in the ruins of the Rosenblatt 
building-. 
Over twenty persons are 


reported injured, as a result of jump- 
ing from the windows and by falling 
walls. 


As nearly as can be learned the, 


fire started in the celluloid depart- 
ment of the leather works. 
Within 


ten 
minutes the entire plant WF.S 


ablaze. 
The fire escapes proved in- 


adequate, to afford exit to the em- 
ployes working- within. 


There were 200 girls 'at work whim 


the fire was discovered and immedi- 
ately a stamede was made .for -the 
fire escapes. 
Many we-re knocked 


down an'd trampled upon and others, 
on reaching the fire escape, despite 
the shouts of 
the 
people in 
the 


street?, plung-ed to" the 
pavement. 


The girls remaining on the fire'es- 
cape were carried in safety to the 
street by tho firemen. 


Eight girls are missing .ind it is 


believed they were trampled u^ion 
in the stampede an-d were unable to 
reach the fire escape.

This 
young man left Goodground the next 
day and he has not been seen since.

THE PLATFORM. 


The report was as follows: 


This convention, 
composed of 


delegates representing tax-payers 
and voters of Allen county, who be- 
lieve in 'honest, efficient and econo- 
mical government of the county's 
business affairs, does hereby, with 
solemn regard for the truth, sat 
forth certain principles and facts 
as follows: 


We believe that too long a con- 


trol oi public affairs by any one 
party produces rings, cliques and 
dishonest, officials, and operates to 
prevent that publicity of local ac- 
count which is the safety of the 
tax-payer. 
One set of officers be- 


comes able to name their successors 
and to iconceal conditions which 
party necessities do not permit to 
become public property. The peo- 
ple are entitled to full knowledge 
of the real condition of their coun- 
ty business—but the tax-payers 
and citizens of Allen county for 
more than a generation liave had 
no reports except those which were 
made by 
officers 
nominated by 


friends of those whose terms were 
expiring. 
This produces an. end- 


less chain of common interests— 
endless unless the people step out 
of party harness .and heed their 
own business interests. The power 
of a party name is responsible for 
the condition which makes the 
words "opeu the books" a justifi- 
able slogan in this contest. This 
convention solemnly assures the 
people of Allen county that it is 
not the lust of office or the desire 
of the outs to be in- merely to draw 
their salai-ies, that actuates this 
platform statement. The conditions

The trouble that 
afflicts the party in control of coun- 
ty affairs at this time are due to 
the fact that those in office owe 
duty rather to the ring than to th( 
people.

MR. ROBINSON OPPOSES RTFLE. 


:Mr. Robinson, of Indiana, opposed 


the adoption of the rule for the con- 
sideration, of -the irrigation bill. He 
declared, tfhat the bill would be ben- 
eficial to the .arid land states and 
dangerous.to all .the others. He crit- 
icised severely the ..action of the dem- 
ocratic congressional committee 
adopting a resolution favoring the 
irrigation bill. He declared that 'the 
committee was.without jurisdiction 
and had no power to bind .democratic 
^embers. 
;The whole scheme was 


undemocratic, .he asserted,and was iu. 
the interest of land grant railways. 


Mr. TTnderwood, of Alabama, "fav- 


ored -the adoption of the rule. 
He 


argued: that the 
-only .method of 


\ 
building -up the arid land states was 
to provide for their irrigation. The 
bill would not take a dollar out of 
the treasury, he said; it would only 
use 'the proceeds 
from 'the sale of 


lands in each state for the benefit of 
such state. 


Mr. 
Shafroth, -of Colorado, 
also 


argued for .the adoption of the rule. 


.Mr. -Newhinds, of Nevada, also sup- 


ported the rule. 
The 
resolution 


then was adopted 'without division. 
The house resolved itself into com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Tawney, of 
Minnesota, in the chair, and entered 
upon th.e consideration of the irri- 
gation bill. 
It was arranged that 


Mr. Moiidell, .of Wyoming, 
should 


control the time for the measure, and 
Mr. Ray, of New York, against it. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, June 12.—At the con- 


clusion of routine 
uusiness in the 


senate today, a resolution introduced 
by Mr. Garmack, of Tennessee, di- 
recting the committee on civil ser- 
vice and retrenchment to investi- 
gate the discharge from the war de- 
partment of Miss Rebecca J. Taylor, 
a clerk 
in that department, was 


called up. 
On motion of Mr. Platt,
